m a giant step forward, following a top level meeting in 
Canberra, between national coach Eddie Thomson, his 

assistant Les Scheinflug and AIS coaches Ran Smith and 

Steve O'Connor. 

The outcome of this meeting brought forth a decision, which 

should have been in operation, since the AIS was formed. 

It is, from now on, national coach Thomson and his assistant 
Scheinflug, will have a say in all the young players chosen to 
become AIS students. 

And, as thorough professionals, with the national interest in 
mind, the future of soccer at the AIS has made a big change for 
the better. 

The ASF duo also talked at length with their AIS counter- 
parts, on the soccer training program at the elite sporting 
institute. 

The end result was excellent, with a cordial agreement 
forthcoming from both sides of the fence. 

This important agreement will also have a bearing on Austra- 
lia’s chances in the 1993 World Youth Championships to be 
held here. 

Without any doubt the nucleous of the Young Socceroo side 
will come from NSL clubs. 

But the ‘fringe’ players will now be at the AIS and will be given 
every opportunity to stake their claim for a place in the squad 
for the world titles. 

Yesterday, national coach Eddie Thomson was extremely 
happy with the outcome of his meeting with the AIS officials. 

“It was a very cordial meeting and we were all on the same 
wavelength,” Thomson said. 

“There seems to have been a great deal of misunderstan- 
ding in the past between the national body and the AIS, over the 
selection of students, but this has now been cleared up to both 
our advantage.” 

Thomson and Scheinflug have also had, and are continuing 
to have a series of meetings with the NSL coaches throughout 
Australia.

Once a forward, tt 
20 year old whose pa- 
rents came from oppo- 
site halves of the globe, 
Italy and Zambia, has 
established himself in 
the left back spot now 
and, like Marcina, at- 
tacks down the flanks 
with relish. Brings to 
mind a Brazilian player 
in his appearance on the 
field. 


4) JOHN KOCH 
Taken over as skip- 
per from the injured 
Andrew Young, this 
elegant and highly ex- 
perienced Sydney 
Olympic sweeper is a 
man who demonstrates 
Canberra’s commit- 
ment to total football. 
A danger when he mo- 
ves forward, but always 
in control at the back. 
5) MLADEN ROGIC 
Very tall youngster 
and a newcomer in mid- 
season, who has quickly 
settled down as a First 
Grade player after 


being pressed into ser- 
vice when Young and 
Zelic became unavail- 
able. Not to be dismis- 
sed lightly with his aeri- 
al strength and sound 
defensive qualities. 


6) ZORAN 
PRATEZINA 

The only import in 
the side, this stylish 26 
years old from Yugosla- 
via sometimes fails to 
stay the distance of a 
full game as he is notori- 
ous for covering extra 
territory and doing the 
work of two or more 
men in a game. Can sco- 
re as well as set up goals 
and must be contained. 
7) JOE GAGETTI 

Industrious former 
Inter Monaro utility 
man, 26 years old Joe is 
much admired as a mid- 
field workhorse by 
astute judges. 
8) ANDY 
RAVANELLO 

Flame haired striker 
with youth on his side, 
Ravanello is still only 18 
and has many first gra- 
de games under his belt. 

Prolific scorer in the

The members of the US Women’s team are reaching for more than 
just a world championship: Women’s soccer isn’t part of the 
Olympics. 

“Certainly, if there's 
synchronised swim- 
‘ming, there should defi- 
nitely be women’s soc- 
cer,” said US Women’s 
team coach Anson Dor- 
rance, also coach for 
the women’s team at 
the University of North 
Carolina. 

It’s a good argument, 
but not good enough to 
bring the sport to Bar- 
celona in 1992. 

First, there has to be 
a world championship. 

So the World Cup for 
women is being held in 
China this November. 


“T think for the Ame- 
rican public to catch 
hold of something, a 
world championship 
isn’t really that signifi- 
cant for them. 

“TL think what captures 
the hearts in women’s 
athletics in the United 
States is the Olympics, 
and Olympic success,” 
said Dorrance. 

The US team consists 
of 18 women, most of 
them college graduates 
who played soccer in 
school. 

They range in age 
from 20 to 27 and come 
from across the United 
States. 

Compared to many 
long-lived European 
teams, the US women’s 
team got its start relati- 
vely late, in 1985. 


In international com- 
petition since 1988, the 
squad has posted 26 
wins and 7 losses. 

Many of the players 
say they are driven to ' 
promote soccer, along 
with women’s athletics 
ingeneral. 

So far, they seem to 
be meeting their own 
demands. 

Combined attendan- 
ce at the Labor Day we- 
ekend Museum Cup a 
fortnight ago was 
10,315, a record for a 
women's exhibition to- 
urnament, according to 
the US Soccer 'Federa- 
tion 

The US team, along 
with Brazil, China and 
Germany, is favoured 
for a “medal” in China 
in November.
